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Time  of  Issuance  and  Scope  of  May  Crop  Reports 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  will  publish  the 
following  crop  reports  in  the  month  of  Mav: 

May  11,  1936,  Monday,  3  p.  m.  (E.  T.),"reports  as  of  May  1 
on  area  remaining  for  harvest,  condition,  and  indicated  produc- 
tion of  winter  wheat  and  rye;  condition  of  tame  hay  and  pasture 
and  stocks  of  hay  on  farms;  for  certain  States  reports  on  condi- 
tion of  oats,  potatoes,  peaches,  pears,  grapes,  citrus  fruits,  and 
miscellaneous  fruits  and  nuts;  and  revised  acreage  and  produc- 
tion of  sugar  crops. 

May  22,  1936,  Friday,  11  a.  m.  (E.  T.),  revision  of  acreage, 
yield  per  acre,  and  production  of  cotton  lint  and  cottonseed  in 
193.5  and  reduction  from  full  yield  per  acre  due  to  boll  weevil 
and  other  causes. 


Acreage  Intentions  as  of  March  1,  1936 

A  substantial  increase  in  the  acreage  of  crops  is  to  be  expected 
this  year  according  to  the  Marcli  1  plans  of  42,000  farmers  as 
reported  to  the  Department.  These  plans  indicate  acreages  of 
corn,  spring  wheat,  flaxseed,  rice,  peanuts,  and  some  types  of 
tobacco  that  appear  large  in  comparison  with  the  acreages  har- 
vested during  the  last  3  years,  but  for  these  crops,  as  for  most 
other  crops,  the  changes  in  prospect  are  mostly  back  to  what 
would  have  been  considered  normal  acreages  3  years  ago. 

Since  most  of  the  farmers  reported  their  plans  before  the  Soil 
Conservation  Act  was  passed  and  before  any  of  them  knew  how 
it  would  affect  them  individually,  the  acreages  shown  in  their 
reports  were  those  wdiieh  they  were  preparing  at  that  time  to 
put  in.  Separate  allowance  will  need  to  be  made  for  such 
changes  in  plans  as  the  administration  of  the  act  may  cause. 
In  interpreting  the  reported  plans  the  Crop  Reporting  Board 
has  made  careful  allowance  for  usual  difficulties  at  planting  time, 
for  usual  loss  of  crops  from  hail,  flood,  drought,  and  other 
causes,  and  the  figures  are  published  to  help  individual  farmers 
in  adjusting  their  crop  programs  after  learning  what  farmers 
in  other  parts  of  the  country  are  planning. 

On  the  whole,  the  acreages  that  farmers  are  now  planning  to 
grow  are  about  what  would  ordinarily  be  expected  as  a  result  of 
present  supply  and  price  conditions  and  prospective  require- 
ments for  feeding  livestock.  The  increase  of  25  percent  indi- 
cated for  durum  wheat  and  the  increase  of  18  percent  indicated 
for  other  spring  wheat  reflect  several  years  of  low  wheat  produc- 
tion, below  average  prospects  for  winter  wheat,  low  wheat  stocks 
and  prices  that  are  high  compared  with  prices  of  other  grains. 
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If  present  plans  are  carried  out,  and  there  is  only  the  usual 
abandonment  of  spring  wheat,  the  total  spring  wheat  acreage 
would  be  about  10  percent  above  the  1928-32  average,  but 
judging  from  present  prospects  for  winter  wheat,  this  would 
mean  a  total  wheat  acreage  only  1  or  2  percent  above  the  aver- 
age in  those  years.  The  chances  are  that  production  on  such 
acreage  would  be  above  usual  domestic  requirements  but  yields 
vary  too  widely  to  permit  definite  prediction. 

The  acreages  of  other  cash  crops  reported  show  irregular 
changes  in  comparison  with  the  areas  harvested  during  the  last 
few  years.  The  intended  peanut  acreage  indicated  at  8  percent 
over  the  large  acreage  grown  last  year  would  be  the  largest 
since  the  World  War  period.  Soybeans  which  have  been 
increasing  steadily  for  some  years  show  a  prospective  decrease 
of  11  percent  from  the  record  acreage  last  year,  but  even  with 
the  decrease  there  would  still  be  an  acreage  substantially  larger 
than  in  any  other  year.  Plans  for  other  leading  cash  crops  are 
more  conservative.  Comparing  the  acreages  indicated  for 
harvest  in  1936  with  the  acreages  harvested  during  the  1928-32 
period,  flaxseed  shows  a  decrease  of  14  percent,  rice  of  5  percent, 
potatoes  about  3  percent,  and  tobacco  around  15  percent. 
Sweetpotatoes  and  dry  edible  beans  each  show  increases  of 
about  2  percent. 

Present  plans,  if  not  changed  by  the  soil  conservation  pro- 
gram, would  indicate  about  the  usual  acreage  of  feed  grains  for 
harvest  next  fall.  There  would  be  about  the  same  acreages  of 
oats  and  barley  as  the  average  during  the  5-year  period,  1928-32, 
and  the  indicated  4  percent  decrease  in  the  acreage  of  corn 
seems  likely  to  be  offset  by  a  nearly  correspondingly  increased 
acreage  of  grain  sorghum.  Production  will  depend  largely  on 
weather  conditions  but,  with  only  moderate  stocks  of  feed  grain 
now  on  the  farms,  the  most  probable  supply  next  fall  would 
seem  to  be  somewhere  around  the  5-year  average  (1928-32). 
This  would  mean  a  rather  larger  than  usual  supply  in  propor- 
tion to  livestock  numbers.  The  number  of  units  of  grain-con- 
suming livestock  and  poultry  on  farms  on  January  1  of  this  year 
was  10  percent  below  the  comparable  5-year  average  and  it  is 
expected  that  by  next  January  the  number  will  still  be  about 
5  percent  below  the  average. 

The  reports  on  hay  suggest  the  possibility  of  slightly  less  than 
the  usual  supply  per  unit  of  livestock,  but  this  may  be  changed 
by  the  soil  conservation  program.  Considering  the  acreages  of 
the  major  hay  crops  which  farmers  were  planning  to  cut  and 
adding  allowance  for  the  prospective  acreage  of  grain  crops  cut 
for  hay  and  for  such  hay  as  is  likely  to  be  secured  from  peanuts 
and  other  annual  legumes,  the  total  appears  to  be  about  2  percent 
above  the  acreage  cut  last  year,  but  about  1  percent  below  the 
5-year,  1928-32,  average.  The  winter  has  been  so  cold  that 
supplies  remaining  on  hand  next  spring  are  not  expected  to  be 
heavy.  The  number  of  units  of  hay-consuming  livestock  is 
about  7  percent  below  the  peak  of  2  years  ago  and  may  show  a 
slight  further  decline  during  the  year  but  it  is  still  nearly  2  percent 
above  the  5-year  average. 

Although  the  tendency  to  increase  acreage  is  rather  general, 
about  two-thirds  of  the  total  acreage  expansion  this  year  is 
expected  to  be  in  the  Great  Plains  States  where  the  continuation 
of  the  1934  drought  into  the  spring  of  1935  caused  the  loss  of 
much  of  the  winter  wheat  seeded  for  harvest  in  1935  and  pre- 
vented the  seeding  of  the  usual  acreage  of  spring  grain.  Soil 
moisture  is  still  seriously  lacking  in  that  portion  of  this  area 
which  extends  from  central  Kansas  into  southeastern  Wyoming 
and  from  this  line  southward  through  west  Texas,  and  there 
is  still  considerable  uncertainty  as  to  the  acreage  of  crops  that 
will  finally  be  harvested  in  that  area.

In  the  irrigated  areas  of  the  West  prospects  are  more  promising 
as  the  present  condition  of  the  snow  cover  on  the  mountains 
encourages  the  expectation  of  a  good  supply  of  water.  In  most 
parts  of  the  South  a  moderate  increase  in  crops  other  than  cotton 
is  to  be  expected  but  the  extent  of  the  increase  in  all  crops 
cannot  be  calculated  because  no  information  on  prospective 
plantings  of  cotton  was  collected.  In  some  central  Corn  Belt 
States,  particularly  Missouri,  the  acreage  of  crops  was  reduced 
last  year  by  wet  weather  at  planting  time.  Farmers  in  that  area 
now  plan  to  put  in  about  the  usual  acreage  but  much  less  than 


the  usual  area  was  plowed  last  fall  and  less  than  the  usual  amount 
of  field  work  has  been  done  this  spring,  so  further  wet  weather 
might  prevent  them  from  carrying  out  their  plans.  In  the 
Northeast  and  in  some  limited  areas  elsewhere  the  recent  tend- 
ency towards  an  increase  in  the  number  of  farms  in  operation 
and  an  increase  in  the  area  in  cultivation  appear  to  have  been 
checked  by  the  improvement  in  industrial  conditions;  and  in 
some  local  areas  there  begin  to  be  signs  that  the  movement  of 
workers  back  to  the  factories  may  cause  a  slight  decrease  in 
the  acreage  of  intensive  crops  this  season.

Early  Spring  Lamb   Crop  of  1936 

The  early  spring  lamb  crop  of  1936  in  the  principal  early 
lambing  areas  is  about  6  percent  larger  than  the  early  crop  of 

1935  according  to  reports  received  by  the  Department  about 
March  1.  The  term  "early  lambs"  as  here  used  refers  to  lambs 
that  are  usually  marketed  before  July  1.     The  condition  of  the 

1936  early  lambs  about  March  1,  on  the  average,  was  somewhat 
lower  than  was  the  condition  of  the  early  lambs  a  year  earlier. 

Except  in  California,  Arizona,  and  Texas,  weather  conditions 
during  the  lambing  season  and  since  have  been  much  less  favor- 
able this  year  than  last.  Supplies  of  fcedstuffs  and  old  feed  have 
everywhere  been  more  abundant  this  year  than  last,  but  in  many 
of  the  areas  green  feed  either  has  been  late  in  starting  or  has  been 
entirely  lacking,  which  has  tended  to  retard  the  development  of 
the  early  lambs.

The  casein  market  in  February  continued  firm,  with  produc- 
tion light  and  demand  fair.  Some  expansion  in  the  output  of 
casein  was  expected  in  early  March,  as  it  was  reported  that  some 
cheese  factories  and  condenseries  in  the  Middle  West  were  haul- 
ing milk  not  suitable  for  their  use  to  casein  plants.  Because  of 
the  limited  number  of  sales  made,  it  is  somewhat  difficult  to 
report  wholesale  quotations  on  casein  in  late  February.  Such 
information  as  is  available  indicates  that  carlot  prices  f.  o.  b. 
Chicago  on  20  to  30  mesh  were  about  14%  to  15  cents,  60  to  70 
mesh  14%  to  15%  cents,  and  80  to  100  mesh  15%  to  16  cents. 
Carlot  prices  delivered  to  Atlantic  seaboard  points  ranged 
around  14%  to  15  cents  for  20  to  30  mesh,  15%  to  16  cents 
60  to  70  mesh,  and  16%  to  17  cents  on  80  to  100  mesh.  Jobbing 
prices  were  from  one-fourth  to  one-half  cent  higher.

American  cheese  stocks  were  9,812,000  pounds  below  stocks 
last  month,  and  exceeded  those  of  a  year  ago  by  7,442,000  and 
the  5-year  average  by  15,929,000  pounds. 

Total  stocks  of  all  varieties  of  cheese  were  9,422,000  in  excess 
of  last  year  and  15,409,000  in  excess  of  the  5-year  average. 

Shell  egg  stocks  were  insignificant,  being  down  to  13,000 
cases. 

Frozen  egg  meats  were  8,570,000  pounds  greater  than  a  year 
ago,  but  4,208,000  less  than  the  5-year  average;  and  the  total 
equivalent  of  both  shell  and  frozen  eggs  was  224,000  cases  above 
last  year  and  298,000  less  than  the  5-year  average. 

Total  poultry  holdings  were  20,933,000  pounds  less  than 
holdings  a  year  ago  and  11,923,000  less  than  the  5-year  average. 

Stocks  of  frozen  and  cured  beef  were  24,000,000  pounds  less 
than  stocks  last  year  and  21,000,000  more  than  the  5-year 
average.

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Summary  as  of  March  16,  1933 

Farm  Prices. — The  general  level  of  farm  prices  is  somewhat 
lower  than  in  mid-February.  Prices  of  hogs,  dairy  products, 
eggs,  cotton,  and  some  other  products  have  declined.  Grain 
prices,  on  the  other  hand,  have  risen  a  little.  Income  from  sale 
of  farm  products  apparently  declined  more  than  seasonally 
from  January  to  February,  as  the  result  of  a  marked  drop  in  the 
income  from  grains,  cotton,  tobacco,  and  livestock  which  more 
than  offset  the  increased  income  from  apples,  citrus  fruits,  po- 
tatoes, and  truck  crops.  However,  no  great  change  from  the 
usual  seasonal  changes  in  farm  income  are  to  be  expected  in  the 
next  few  months. 

Wheat. — Wheat  prices  in  the  United  States  during  the  next 
month  or  two  are  not  likely  to  vary  much  from  recent  levels 
unless  the  moisture  condition  in  domestic  wheat  areas,  or  the 
foreign  demand  situation,  changes  materially. 

Corn  and  Other  Feed  Grains. — Feed  grain  prices  are  not 
expected  to  change  much  from  present  levels  in  the  last  half  of 
March  or  in  April.  Sound,  dry  corn  will  probably  bring  an 
increased  premium  over  the  poorer  grades,  particularly  since 
market  stocks  are  small.  Feeding  requirements,  which  were 
much  above  normal  per  animal  unit  in  the  first  3  weeks  of  Feb- 
ruary because  of  extremely  low  temperatures  over  large  portions 
of  the  country,  were  sharply  reduced  in  the  last  week  of  that 
month  and  early  in  March.  Marketings  of  feed  grains  were 
restricted  by  the  unfavorable  weather  and  market  stocks  under- 
went a  further  decline.  Commercial  utilization  of  corn  has  been 
much  above  that  of  a  year  ago.  Demand  for  seed  corn  is  ex- 
pected to  be  better  than  demand  last  year. 

Kice. — The  steadiness  of  southern  rough  rice  prices  in  the  last 

2  months  will  probably  continue  into  March  and  April  because 
the  supplies  are  relatively  small. 

Potatoes. — Moderating  weather  conditions  in  the  North  and 
West  during  recent  weeks  resulted  in  heavier  shipments  of  pota- 
toes, and  prices  at  shipping  points  and  in  terminal  markets 
tended  downward  from  the  relatively  high  level  reached  in  mid- 
February.  The  outstanding  exception  has  been  Colorado  Red 
McClures,  which  have  been  meeting  an  active  demand  at  much 
higher  prices.  The  planting  of  early  potatoes  in  North  Carolina 
and  South  Carolina  was  delayed  considerably  this  season  and 
may  result  in  decreased  yields.  This,  together  with  the  rela- 
tively light  holdings  of  old  stock  in  most  of  the  Northern  States, 
is  expected  to  cause  potato  prices  to  be  maintained  at  about 
present  levels  or  to  advance  slightly. 

Eogs. — The  rise  in  hog  prices  which  started  in  early  January 
continued  during  the  first  half  of  February  but  was  followed  by 
a  decline  during  the  second  half  which  carried  prices  back  to  the 
levels  prevailing  at  the  end  of  January.  A  moderate  upturn 
occurred  during  the  first  week  of  March,  and  prices  held  about 
steady   during  the  second  week.     The  trend  during  the  next 

3  months  is  likely  to  be  downward  as  prices  are  adjusted  to  the 
seasonal  increase  in  slaughter  resulting  from  the  marketing  of 
the  1935  fall  pig  crop  which  was  indicated  to  be  about  31  percent 
larger  than  the  fall  crop  of  the  previous  year. 

Cattle. — Cattle  supplies,  especially  of  medium  and  low  grade 
steers,  are  expected  to  continue  relatively  large  for  the  next  2  or 
3  months.  Although  there  seems  little  likelihood  of  any  con- 
siderable further  decline  in  prices  below  the  levels  reached  the 
latter  part  of  February,  any  recovery  is  dependent  upon  an 
improvement  in  consumer  demand  which  may  come  with 
increased  industrial  activity  during  the  spring. 

Iambs. — Prices  of  fed  lambs  during  the  next  2  months  are 
expected  to  continue  around  the  levels  of  early  March.  Prices  of 
new  crop  lambs  will  probably  be  somewhat  higher  at  central 
markets  than  at  the  beginning  of  the  new  season  a  year  ago. 
A  fairly  early  movement  of  new  crop  lambs  from  California 
and  Arizona  is  in  prospect.  Feed  conditions  in  these  States 
have  been  quite  favorable  and  the  early  lamb  crop  in  each  is 
considerably  larger  than  the  crop  last  year.  The  early  lamb  crop 
in  Texas  is  also  larger  than  last  year  and  the  generally  good  feed 
situation  over  the  principal  sheep  area  of  the  State  points  to  a 
much  heavier  marketing  of  early  lambs  and  of  grass  fat  sheep 
and  yearlings  during  April,  May,  and  June  than  during  the 
preceding  2  years.  On  the  other  hand  the  early  lamb  crop  in  the 
Pacific  Northwest  and  in  the  Southeastern  States  was  reduced  by 
the  very  unfavorable  weather  in  January  and  February  and  the 
early  lambs  have  made  rather  poor  growth  to  date. 

Butter. — Butter  prices  rose  about  7  cents  per  pound  from  mid- 
January  to  mid-Februavy  when  the  severe  weather  greatly  cur- 
tailed shipments.  With  more  normal  weather,  prices  have 
declined  and  a  seasonal  decline  in  prices  is  in  prospect  during  the 
remainder  of  the  feeding  period.  Prices  during  the  coming 
summer  will  probably  average  higher  than  in   1935.     Butter 


production  is  larger  than  production  a  year  ago  and  will  probably 
continue  larger  for  several  months.  Storage  stocks  are  low. 
The  margin  between  domestic  and  foreign  prices  has  declined  and 
imports  will  probably  be  small  during  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

Cheese. — Cheese  prices  have  declined  from  the  high  level 
reached  in  December.  Extremely  heavy  production,  without  a 
corresponding  increase  in  consumption,  and  relatively  large 
stocks  tended  to  reduce  prices.  The  decline  in  prices  from  now 
to  midsummer  will  probably  be  small  and  the  increase  in 
production  from  January  to  the  seasonal  peak  in  June  will 
probably  be  less  than  average. 

Poultry  and  Eggs. —  Market  prices  of  eggs  rose  in  February, 
primarily  as  a  result  of  the  severe  weather.  Receipts  of  eggs  were 
the  lowest  in  recent  years.  Although  egg  prices  in  early  March 
were  above  those  of  early  March  1935,  they  are  likely  to  be  below 
those  of  1935  later  in  the  spring  and  summer.  Relatively  short 
poultry  receipts  continue  to  strengthen  poultry  prices.  The  ad- 
vance in  poultry  prices  will  probably  continue  to  midspring. 

Wool.— Wool  prices  in  the  domestic  market  at  the  present 
time  are  influenced  chiefly  by  the  limited  supply  of  domestic 
wool  available  and  by  the  strength  in  prices  in  foreign  markets. 
The  new  domestic  clip  will  not  be  available  in  large  volume 
before  May;  with  stocks  of  wool  relatively  small  and  demand 
conditions  in  this  country  and  abroad  continuing  favorable, 
domestic  prices  are  likely  to  remain  near  present  levels  for  the 
next  few  months.  Prices  of  most  grades  of  domestic  wool  at 
Boston  are  now  at  the  highest  level  since  1929.  The  Southern 
Hemisphere  clip  has  been  sold  quickly  at  higher  prices  than  those 
prevailing  in  the  1934-35  selling  season. 

Cotton. — Prices  of  spot  cotton  have  tended  slightly  downward 
since  early  in  February,  although  most  desirable  qualities  for 
both  domestic  consumption  and  export  continue  to  be  very 
scarce.  The  producers'  pool  has  reduced  its  holdings  of  spots 
by  over  200,000  bales  since  February  13.  Domestic  mill  activity 
and  cotton  consumption  remain  relatively  high,  but  have  tended 
to  slacken  within  the  last  2  or  3  weeks.  Foreign  mills  continue 
to  take  larger  than  usual  quantities  of  American  cotton. 
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1  These  index  numbers  are  based  on  retail  prices  paid  by  farmers  for  commodities 
used  in  living  and  production  reported  quarterly  for  March,  June,  September,  and 
December.  The  indexes  for  other  months  are  straight  interpolations  between  the 
successive  quarterly  indexes. 
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Price  Movements  of  Important  Agricultural  Products 
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This  set  of  charts  shows  the  price  situation  of  agricultural  products  at  a  glance.  The  charts  forming  the  border  display  prices 
which  are  considered  to  be  fairly  typical  of  the  market  price  movements  of  the  major  agricultural  products.  The  upper  chart 
in  the  center  shows  the  movement  of  prices  of  cotton  and  cottonseed,  grain,  dairy  products,  and  meat  animals.  The  lower  center 
chart  shows  the  movement  of  prices  of  47  farm  products  combined  and  retail  prices  of  commodities  farmers  buy. 
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
